Two nights and twodays he remained in 
that ill-smelling place, and then he was re- 
moved to the City Hospital and confined in 
the insane cel) there. 

Yet with all this, sick and weak, suffering 
trials that would drive a sane man into 
lunacy, Ross has showed not a sign of insan- 
ity, andall who have attended him declare 
that be is sane. 


The health authorities are gradually coming | co 


to the conclusion that something ought to be 
done to determine whether they have a right 
to réstrain Ross and deprive him of his liberty. 
Dr. Dudiey has at fast requested Dr. Priest to 
obtain what information he can. and report it 
to him. What Dr. Dudley may do when he 
receives it is uncertain. 

Dr. Dalton stated to-day that he was so 
firmly convinced of Ross’ sanity that he would 
recommend his discharge. 

Why an attempt bas been made to deprive 
this man of his freedom and railroad 
him to the Insane Asylum, where 
living in the midst of raving 
maniacs his sanity could not long — 
is still a mystery, a mystery that — — 
suspicions too serious to be given publicity 
without a thorough investigation and a com- 
plete unearthing of all the strange details. 

Dr. Shaw, it seems, has undoubtedly been 
misled by the statements of those upon whom 
he thought he could rely, and his course in 
the case was that which any other physician 
would Have followed under similar circum- 
stances.

DIPLOMATIC SHREWDNESS OF THE COM- 
- MANDER OF THB FAIMEFUL = 
a 1 4 - ; * 
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Germany and Bussgia Have Much te Gain 
and Turkey Nothing to Bose—Davitt 
Continues His Speech Before the Parnell 
Commission—A Grand State Ball at 
Athens—Three Thousand Guesis Present— 
Missionaries Massacred by Natives in 
New Guinea-—The Murat-Caldwell Mar- 
riage Abandoned—Foreign News. 


LONDON, Oct. 80.—A rumor which comes 
from Vienna, that center of dubious reports, 
to the effect that the Sultan has invited 
the Czar to visit Constantinople and 
that the latter has accepted the invitation, 
has caused a flutter among the continental 
diplomats here and created a desire in the 
circles of the Ministry to obtain more definite 
information on the subject. The reports 
whieh have lately been sent out from St. 
Petersburg that the Ozar had taken 
no pains to conceal his astonishment that 
the German Emperor should pay a visit to the 
Sultan, were undoubtedly authentic and rep- 
resented accurately the Czar’s feelings. 
When, however, it was learned that the Em- 
peror would go to Constantinople despite the 
amazement of the Northern potentate, it is 
probably true that the Czar, seeing the neces- 
sity of offsetting the Emperor’s action and 
counteracting the influences of his conference 
with the Commander of the Faithful, resolved 
to confer with the Sultan himself. 

AN EASILY OBTAINED INVITATION. 

nder none of the existing circumstances 
could he pay a gratuitous visit to the city 
whose inclusion within the Russian domains 
he most covets, as the guest of the sovereign 
whose capital he would invade, but an invita- 
tion was the easiest thing possible to obtain. 
The Russian Ambassador at the Porte bad only 
to intimate in the most vague manner that his 
Imperial master would be pleased to accept 
the hospitality of his whilom enemy and the 
object was accomplished. The Sultan him- 
self, one of the most finished diplomats of the 
time, was equal to the occasion, and forthwith 
there issued a note couched in the most affec- 
tionate terms, soliciting the bonor of the 
Czar’s presence in the city dt mosques. The 
time set for the visit is indefinitely fixed for 
the early part of next year, an arrangement 
most favorable to the Sultan, as suflicient 
time will have elupsed for him to have real 
ized some of the benefits which will undoubt- 


edly attach to him from the visit of the Kaiser 
to enable him to make a deal with the Czar 
which will be advantageous to both. 

GAIN AND NO LOSS. 

Both the Emperor and the Czar have much 
to gain from certain voluntary. concessions on 
the part of Turkey, which neither will permit 
the other to obtein by force of arms, while 
the Sultan bas nothing to lose in any event, 
the semi-hostility of the Powers toward one 
another arising from their jealousies, guaran- 
teeing to him absolate security in the position 
from which each would be delighted to oust 
bim. Itis evident, therefore, that though the 
two Emperors wili obtain from the Sultan 
concessions of great benefit to their respective 
governments, the wily Mussulman will secure 
from each assurances of his rreedom from 
molestation that will enabie him to devote 
more time to the negotiations of loans and 
less to the cares of state. 


The Parnell Commission. 


LONDON, Oct. 30.—Mr. Michael Davitt con- 
tinued his speech before the Parnell Commis- 
sion to-day. Heargued that the Government 
is now adopting some of the leading proposais 


originally made by the Land League. For in- 
stance, the League proposed to buy out the 
landlords in Ireland on a twenty years’ valua- 
tion of thelr property. The Conservatives

It is not alone the Pension Bureau 
which makes that department the post of 
dificulty and dangerinan administra- 
tion. The Indian Bureau ig a perennially 
blooming hot-bed of scandal, and WI 
CLA of Normandy was not more liberal 
in parceling out the lands of the con- 
quered Saxons to bis barons than the In- 
terior Department has been in lavishing 
the public domain on land-grant railroads 
and syndicates of land thieves. 

The Secretary seems to be making the 
mistake of standing as a watchdog be- 
tween the Pension Bureau and the Tregs- 
ury ali the time, while the land grabbers 
are getting in their work unopposed. By 
letting down the bars for these, 
Secretary TELLER became a Colorado 
Senator and Secretary LaMar got a seat 
onthe Supreme Court bench, with the 
support of the great Republican boss of 
the land-looters, Senator STANFORD. 
Now even some ofthe bars which LamaR 
left up after Sparks was foroed to re- 
sign have been let down, and official rul- 
ings have been made in the face of Re- 
publican official reports showing that 
the effect of them could only be to facili- 
tate the frauds of land-grabbing syndi- 
cates. 

While Non is intent upon watching 
the Pension Bureau, he is yielding too 
easy assent to rulings that are far more 
likely to wipe out the remnant of the pub- 
lic domain than TANNER’S reckless course 
was to bankrupt the Treasury. All the 
money wrongfully obtained through TaNn- 
NER’S liberal policy to veterans would not 
have paid for a tenth partof the lands 
wrongfully subjected to“cowboy entry’’ 
and land grant claims since Harrison 
was inaugurated. It will be hard to make 
the country see in the removal of CONRAD 
anything but a high-handed attempt to 
stop the exposure and prosecution of a 
powerful ring of land thieves, whose acts 
and methods were denounced in the re- 
ports of Republican officials before Sparks 
undertook to prosecute them. The indi- 
cations now are that we may expect a 
year or two hence a land-office investiga- 
tion by Congress that will overshadow all 
Pension Bureau controversies and excite- 
ments.

THE EAST END IMPROVEMENT. 

The Chief Engineer for the East End Depot 
& Terminal Co., an organization which origin- 
ated with the East End Improvement Asso-

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A BACON STREET FORAY, 


SEVEN HOUSES ENTERED BY BURGLARS IN 
ONE NIGHT, — 


A Variety of Wearisg Apparel and Other 
Articles Secured—Poison Administered to 
a Valuable Wateh Dog a Day Before the 
Raid Was Made—The Detectives and 
Police off the Trail, 


GROUP of burglars 
operating on Bacon 
street early Saturday 
morning showed 
themselves to be great 
economists of time 
and space. Their haul 
was not of great value 
though the articles 
secured were numer- 
ous. They entered 
seven houses and se- 
cured goods from 

three. The pillage 
consisted of several 
suits of clothes, sev- 
eral overcoats, small 
articles of jewelry, a 
pair of portierres and 

fixtures, and drie- a- 
brac. 

On Thursday aftertioon a splendid New- 
foundland dog owned by Mr. Kearney, a plas- 
terer, who lives at 1901 Bacon street, died 
suddenly. His owner believed he had 
been poisoned, but no one could 
imagine why or by whom. The reason 
appeared when, Saturday morning, the seven 
houses in the immediate neighborhood 
were entered. The men were heard and 
frightened away from wo places after mid- 
night, and F. L. Loring, one of the victims, 
did not retire until after 12-o’clock, so it is 
known that the operations of the burglars 
were in the early hours of Saturday. 

No one saw them at their work andthe de- 
tectives are, as usual, without a clew. Indeed, 
when called to the scene of the 
thieves’ operations the detectives were 
of the opinion that the Bacon 
street people were mistaken in thinking they 
had been robbed, and were not inclined to 
take any notice of their suspicions. 


. L. LORING 
ts u teacher Inthe’ Branch An School, and. 
lives at 1827 Bacon street. He teaches in the 
Webster night school, and on Friday night 
ot home very late. His wife had 
boon . sitting up with a sick 
child. When the retired they  silept 
very soundly, and did not know that burglars 
were going through the house. In the morn- 
ing Mr. Loring falled to find the suit of clothes 
and the overcoat ne had taken off the night 
before. One of his sleeve-buttons was gone, 
likewise some change that had been left in his 

ockets. Several house dresses be- 
onging to Mrs. Loring were miss- 
ing, some emali articles of jewelry, 
portierres and fixtures had been removed 
from their room, and in the dining-room were 
traces of afeastthe burglars had enjoyed. 
They had broken jarsof preserves and had 
taken some jars away. ow they obtained 
entrance Mr. Loring does not know, as all the 
doors and windows were found closed. He be- 
lieves that the front door was unlocked with a 
skeleton key and closed by the burglars when 


they left. 
R. J. OVERSTREET 
lives directly across the street at 1826 Bacon 
street. Mr. Overstreet’s store at Seventh 
street and Washington avenue was entered by 
thieves a short time ago. On Saturday morn- 
ing the burglars attempted to enter his house, 
but could not getinfor some reason. The 
street was heavy with mud then, and the foot 
marks of the thieves were found on the porch, 
as well as signs of an attempt upon the locks. 
AT 1824 BAOON STREET 

Louis Hake, Jr., lives. Here the front win- 
dow was raised by the thieves who secured a 
pumber ofsmall articles, some of them of 
considerable value, from the parlor. No at- 
tempt was made to enter the other rooms of 
the house. Ex-Detective Tucker lives on the 
second floor ofthe house, but was not dis- 
turbed. 

W. Britt, a carpenter, lives at 18183 Bacon 
street, Mrs. Britt, who was up with a sick 
child, heard her dog bark and heard some one 
try one of the windows. Shecalled her hus- 
band and the burgiars fied. 

An attempt was made to enter John Ryan’s 
house at 1811 Bacon street but that, too, was 
unsuccessful. 

A SUCCESSFUL ENTRANCE 
was made into the house of Mr. Standish at 
1918 Racon street. A window in the rear of 
the house was raised and the thieves crept 
through. The largest haulofthe night was 
made from this house. Mr. Standish has sev- 
eral workmen iiying in his house. All of their 
clothing was removed, together witha lot of 
small change contained in the pockets, sev- 
eral articies of jewelry and a pair of spec- 


tacles. 

JOHN SHOOLBRED’S HOUSE, 
1917 Bacon street, would probably have been 
entered had it not been for a dog in the house. 
The dog heard the thieves at work on a lock 
and barked furiously. Inmatesof the house 
heard the burglars running away, and later 
an overcoat was found in a coal shed in the 
rear of the house. It had evidently been 
thrown away by one of the men, and as it 
has not been identified d 
inthe neighborhood

A Juvenile Aeronaut Uses a Boy for a Bal- 
loon Basket.

STAFFORD SPRINGS, Conn., Oct. 30.—,,What 
will the Purgey boy do next?’’ is the question 
at Stafford Springs.

THE NEW NOTARIAL LAW, 


A Strange Inequality in the Bonds Required 
of the Old and New Notaries. 


The new law which gives the Governor the 
right to appoint an unlimited number of Nota- 
ries Public will go into effect on November lst 
and the list of notaries in this city, will soon be 
considerably lengthened. Some dissatisfac- 
tion will arise however, on account of an 
oversight, no doubt, made by the Legislature. 
The notaries who held under the old law are 
under $10,000 bond, while the new appointees 
will only have to give $5,000 bond. A notary 
said to-day: ‘‘We who have given $10,000 
bond feel that it is rather unjust to 
us to hold us to that bond and 
appoint a number of competitors who are only 
required to give half the amount of security 
for the faithful fulfillment of their obligations. 
But t will work both ways, I think, and those 
who want commissions think so too. The no- 
taries who have given the $10,000 will naturally 
get most of the business, because their 
responsibility ie greater, aud business men 
naturally seek the greatest security. They 
would feel safer with a notary who is good for 
$10,000 than with one who is responsible to the 
extent of half that amount. 80 the old posi- 
tions are the best and the new notaries will 
not get much to do.

DESTITUTION IN NORTH DAKOTA, 


Thousands of People in the New State Suffer- 
ing for Necessities. 


Sr. PAUL, Minn., Oct. 30.—The greater the 
amount of information recéived concerning 
the destitution in North Dakota the more 
difficult doés it appearto form an adeqtate 
idea of the distress actually prevailing there. 
Not that there is any tendency to exaggerate 
on the part of the sufferers, but décidedly the 
reverse. In factitis the extreme sensitive- 


ness shown in this respect that is responsible 
for the apparent indifference with whieh the 
matter has hitherto been treated. In the first 
place the area over which the aistress prevalis 
is certainly much greater than has been so far 
supposed. Yesterday it was estimated that 
fully 20,000 people were bordering on the last 
stage of destitu lon. Mr. Marvin, chairman ofthe 
relief committee, feels convinced from in- 
formation received that it was nearer twenty 
thousand families, representing upward of 
one bundred thousand people. Such wide- 
spread distress and the magnitude of the 
problem with which it confronts the Twin 
Cities is appalling. How to meet the needs of 
such a host is a question beyond the power of 
any local committee to cope with. far the 
contributions received are inadequate to the 
necessities of the case. A few bundles of old 
clothing and small ash subscriptions have 
been sent in and the committee is making the 
most strenuous efforts to Cbtain and forward 
all possible aid for the eufferers as poomeny 
as possibie. In regard to South Dakota, while 
the distress there is very bad, it is not to be 
compared eitherin magnitude or intensity to 
that in the nocthern State. Probably one 
thousand families are destitute, but they can 
be nearly all ken eare of by 
the towns surrounding the district. 
W. B. Sterling, an old resident 
of Huron, arrived in the city yesterday and 
gave au account of the situation. There is no 
question that a large number of peop. 
especially in Faulk and Miner Ceunties, are 

a condition of partial destitution. That is to 
say, they have experienced a failure of crops 
for three consecutive years, and iast year the 
loss was absolute. They have no means 
wherewith to purchase either tood or fuel, as 
their farms as a rule are mortgaged 
to such an extent that they  can- 
not raise any more money. in Miner 
County there are 8,000 peopic and one-third of 
them will need help. hey have neither food 
nor fuel. In Huron the people have organized 
as thoroughly as possible to furnish relief. 
The ladies have organized Dorcas societies 
and are supplying clothing.
